CASK OF LOCAL IINION 3H 

A disi>uio over cortain work arose between Local 
I'nions 38 (luside) ami 39 (Outside) — bnlli in 
(Mevelumb Ohio^ — at tlie Municipal Stadiinu. 

After visiting the job and seeing the work involved, 
Vice President Freeman awarded (March 6, 1‘h>0) 
some of the work lo Local Union 39 and the balance 
to Local Ibiion 38. The Business Manager of Local 
38 ( Inside) then appealed to the International Bresi- 
dt'nt who upheld Freeman* 

The apjjeal to this (/oiuicn is mainly based on two 
claims: 

1. All work on the original installation in 
Ut3I was done by Local Union 38, 

2, Inpjrovements were made on tliis same 
job in 1939 Ijv Local 38* 

J u r isd id i mi Cotiiiii i 1 1 ce 

The ApfjelbiHi eontends llm Committee on juris" 
flicnon ( May 1947) had said each branch should eon- 
timie to tlo the work it had been doing in aeconl 
willi what the (old) Coiistitution liad granted to 
eaeli branch. Beeause of this, it was con tended that 
Lncid 38 should contimie to do the work. 

The ilurisdietion Committee did make that stale- 
meiil. Bui the Appellant seems to attach no imiajr- 
tanee to tlie qualifying words: **In accord with what 
fhi! (Umsfiiuiwn had granfed^ . . . The Ckmimittee 
— the Exeeiiiive (k)uncil believes — iie%'er meant that 
ii' n Local Union luul been doing some woi'k it was 
not granted, ao^ entitled to, that it should continue 
doitig sucli work. 

There is doubt that Local Union 38 aeUially did 
the work [Hund(>iisly, as clainied. Vice Pi'esident Kree- 

iimn says; *‘Mr. - - of the Lleetric 

tkmipany states that the steel work erected in 193!) 
was done by Structural Iron Workers and not I)y 
meinl>ers of Local Union 38/' 

i>4mr liy Another Trade 

ft clearly appears that the Inside Local Union s 
members would not have done tbe work in question 
even if the Vice President bad awarded it to thenn 
The Vice Prcsideiil states; 

“At tlie time J made this decisioin 1 was 

under the im)vres.sion that the electrical eon- 


tractor . , . was to erect the towers * * * as 
well as all other electrical work * * , 

^'1 visited the job site with Business 51an- 
ager Lee of Local Union 38 and Business 
Manager Masters of Ijoeal Union 39. 1 did 
not, however, sec the prints * . * Lee had seen 
the prints and had talked with the eleelrical 
contractor, and certainly had full knowledge 
that the ereetton of the steel . . , was not 
included in the . . * cm it r act* as the specifi- 
cations con lamed a notation , . , tiial said 
cj'eciion was to be done by others. 

“ . * * at the time 1 visited the job site, work- 
men were dismantling the existing towers 
, . , Tliese were supposed to l)o m embers of 
Local Union 38, however, they were not . * . 
the Structural Iron Workers dismantled all 
steel and erected the new , * * This fad was 
I later ) discovered . , , ' ' 

He Musi Have Kiiifwii 

Nor did members of our Oiit.ddc Local Union get 
the work in question even after the \ice President 
awarded it to them. It apjtears to the Executive 
Uounci] that here is a ease where the Inside LoeaUs 
Hn.sine,ss Manager did nothing to prevent onr work 
being done by another trade. 

The Business ALanager Local Union 38 (Inside) 
argued, and appealed* lo have Ib'otliorhood officers 
award work to his Local Union vvhicli he must have 
known was already being done, ami would l>e com- 
jileteil* by another trade — against our o%vn members 
in tlie Ontdde Local I'nion. If this were not so, then 
lie would have taken action to have IBHW members 
do the work. 

Uur organization has spent many thousand.^ of 
dollars trying to protect our work— the earning op- 
portunities of our inembei% This is wasted money 
and effort when any Local Union officer allows others 
lo <lo our work. 

The Executive Council sustains the decisions rem 
deied* 

CASE OF LOCAL UNION 965 

A dispute over territory arose liet.wecn Local 
Unions 965, Portage, Wisconsin— 196, Rockford* 
Illinois — and 890, Janesville, Wisconsin. September 
14* 1949 Vice President Boyle rendered a decision 
against the Portage Lcwal Union. The Business 
Manager later wrote the Vice President saying: 

“ . . . I hope * . . that you ehangc your deci- 
don and return tlie jiirisiliction . . . iu Local 
965;^' 

October 10. 1949 Boyle ref died that he Inul con- 
sidered all claims before the decision and he would 
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nut Hiaiiwc" it. lie the Pni-tiijir Lo(*al Union 

of tlunr ri^flit of appeal. 

WiilU ii Six Wf'rk^ 

Tiio ^runapo- wailrd until CJrfotier 28, 

wwks lifter the Vice I’n*si<lent h (leeifdon 
— an<l then nppoaleil to the International I^resident* 
The PreHtdeiit held that he eoiilfl not entertain the 
aptu*ul lieeause the time limit of HO dajH had passed* 

The lioeal I nion appealer! tu this ( Vuineil— claim* 
iip^ that the last answer from the Vice President was 
tlie ‘MinaU^ rleidsioto Therefore, they ehiimed they 
hail :U> days from OetolHO* 10, 1940— not September 
14.

The Viee President’s answer to the Loeal Union’s 
profesi in no way ehans^ed or nioilifted the deeision. 
It is |dain that only one deeisbm was rendered— that 
of Si’ptemher 14, 1949. Heen after reeeivinjr Boyles's 
answer to the t»rotest, there was still time for the 
Loeal Unitm to npf>eaL 

I f ttHsirers to protfsts were eonsidered the same 
as Utr rlate of orinituil deeisioiu llieii appellants could 
wait whotfvrr Nme they fileased l>efore protest iii". 
This would make the present law meaninglOvSS. 

The President eoitld render no ntlier deeision* oiid 
it is sustained.

iMiicIi [imgresH tms sinee been made. So the tm^m* 
liers. in regular meeting, voted unanimnu.sly to re* 
ipiest eontiniied 1 ntmnml ioimi supervision. They 
state : 

. much remains lo be aecompiisheii ami 
we feel thal this can not be .sucoeHsfiilly ae- 
cmuplisiied if the Ltaml is turned baek , , , 
at this titiie/’ 

The International President, a.s our law jirovides.

l*resident 3'niey consulted with the Pomicil on 
several mat lei's, lie also presented a prepared state- 
ment lo us deallug with public uwnet^ihjp and opera* 
tion in the liight and Power imlustry. 

That statement, after full consideration, was eon* 
eunvd in and adtjjd,od. ft will a.|>pcar in our tlournnl 
for all to rend. The problem is of the utmost ini- 
f>ortiinee, bcenu.se we have a duty to protect our 
membership— their Jobs, wages and working etm* 
ditions, 

AVe have had many bitter experleiiees in deidiiig 
with the Rural Electrihcalion Administration — and 
nther aiili-Linimi peojde in eliarge of publicly owned 
projcH't.s and properties. 

Just Twii Kxatn fill's 

In Xtdmiska, for exiiniple, Is'foretbe public owner- 
ship group took over for the State, we had cHilIective 
bargaiiiing ami union eoiitructs with the private 
companies. Now these are gone in the entire state, 
exceiH for one eompany, Xo union representative 
can even appear before tire State ‘‘Court of indus- 
trial nelfilionsU* We imtst hire a lawyer to do that. 

After public owuer.ship rii Nebra.ska our members 
lost their Soeial SiHuirity benefits and imi ny good 
working eomlitions. They lost all proteetiou under 
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present labor laws, Ami tlmy have Iteen strippeil 
of tlmir ri^rlit to strike, 

One moiv exmo[>]e: In one i’roviuee of ('aiiacia 
the I^reiiiier oril«Te<l all our niemliers to drop their 
memk*rshi)> to save their jobs, i^lore csainples 
eoulfl Ik* eited in (*aiiiida am! the StatesJ 

IVdilieal Intriffiir 

With very' few exeeptions, far lower waives ami 
work (HuitlitiiUis iiiwail on the publiely operated 
properties than im those privately ojierated. And 
we must fitrht tn itrevent our utility membership 
fr<mi behiir shiwly Imt surely drag^jed down to suli- 
slamlard waizt^s and rtmditions — all in tlie name of 
Publie < )wt!ersliip/' 

We know llial private imniaa^cmerit is no set of 
mmols to float witlu lUit in almost eveiy one of 
the publiely oiierated fdaiils we faee anii-tinion 
boarxis. town ami oily eouneils, state i-mirts, reams 
of red tape— with a niultitiido (»f rejnilat ions' \ 

onlers and politieal intrijim*.

The 
progress of tins procedure is sueh 
as lo idearly indicate complete dujr- 
lieatiun of tt-ansmissinn faeliities in 
eompetitiem that can only lead lo 
extermination of private utility 
com jm flies, Sueh complete exter- 
mtnatiem has Ifeeii aciminpUshed in 
the State of Tennessee mid is 
rapidly appn>aehing eom|)letton in 
the Slate of South (’arolinn and is 
making lapid progress in (he State 
of Nebraska. 

Tn put^uing the above policy the 
Rural [’Uectritieation Adtiitnistra- 
tioii has lowen>d the (|ualily uf 
work stamlards ntul ignored the 
riglits of deetrieal workei'S to bar- 
gain collectively. 

The resulting situation is antuna- 
lous indeed. In the first instance 
while the futiilameiilal polieies of

Infantile paralysis is eaiis^si by 
a tiny organism known as a virus. 
Viruses are ilie smallest infeetuais 
agi’fits known to eaust* disease, it 
is esliinated that 'idjtOU.nOO [lolio 
viruses emild be jilaeed on I lie heail 
of a pin. All vims organisms are 
parasites^ — that is, (hey gj-ow only 
iiishle living eel Is and at the t»x- 
periM' at those ei-lls.

Odds in Favor 

Xow then, suppose yon take all 
the prei^autions but you are still

You n^ad in the jiaficrs flial 
the number of cases is imTcasiii" 
each year, “Total niimln'r fd* casixs 
rejiorted for !!*4tl wan 42.375, hijrh- 
est for any one year in the nation's 
lii.sttu‘y,’' Surely that's frijihten- 
inir news but let's take a look at 
tlie bnv of averages. If .someone 
told you that 3’ou ha<I one ebanee 
in UlOOO of W'inning an antomo- 
hile, you wouldn't feel that there 
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was ima*li likelihood oL' your win- 
ning would you? AVell the cinmce 
of your child's eontnicling polio is 
nl>out the same aiu1 if you take the 
precautions stated herej it's even 
less. 

But just suppose your child is 
stricken. First oh\ what ai-e Ids 
ehnnecs of survival and wind are 
his chances of being crippled? Sta- 
tistics jirove that in gcnerak ahnut 
one-lialf of those stricken with in- 
fanlilc paralysis recover without 
any crippling: 25 to 30 percent 
suffer minor disabilities: 20 to 25 
percent show marked mnaining 
paralysis; while five to 10 percent 
die. 

Bed Rest Is Vital 

So you see even if yom^ child 
gets the dread disease Ids chances 
are good and with cpiick proper 
eai*e, they are excellent,. Bed rest 
is Important at the outset and the 
susjiect victim should never he nb 
lowed to kee]> going. Doirl become 
frightened or let your ehiltl become 
frightened. Your doctor will tell 
yon exaelly what to do. Usually 
polio ]iatients are cared for in hos- 
totals but some with light attacks 
can he cared for at home. 

No child need go without all the 
eare be needs to recover completely 
— the iron lung if necessary, the 
rocking chair bed. Ihe 7 >hysieal 
therapy, the moist heat treatments 
advocated In- Sister Kenny. All 
this treatment would be ternldy 
expensive if parents Inad to pay 
the full cost tbemselves but the 
Xational Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysi.s founded by the greatest 
of all infantile paralysis victims. 
President Roosevelt, is ready and 
willing to help all victims. ( ■all on 
your own chapter for help. This 
lielp includes payment of hospital 
bills, nurses and physical thera- 
pists, traiisporTation to and from 
liospitals or clinics, treatment after 
the patient leaves the hospitah 
wheelchairs and braces when 
needed. This is not a loan. It is 
not chanty either. The Anierican 
people make these services possible 
hy giving to the March of Dimes 
every year. 

In addition to the good care, 
there is another important factor 
in treating infantile paralysis and 
tins is where the parent plays a 


most im]a>rlani |»art. There is no 
r(uiek cure for the serious type of 
polio and patii'iits often get very 
discouraged. Their cooperation is 
i in porta nt in coiuiucring the dis- 
ease. Don't show fear. Instill con- 
fidence ami hope in your child. Let 
liJin feel that you feel he is going 
to get complelelv well. Be sym- 
liatiietic and kind and explain all 
that is going on to him. Help him 
to bring a a hote fine pci^onabty 
out of his illness as well as a whole 
strong l>ody. 

T should like to lake a moment 
here to tell yon of two victims of 
polio wlumt T knew very well. One 
was the six-year-old daughter of a 
good friend of mine, dam* was 
stricken suddenly and was vciy ilk 
ilcr pamit.s took her to the hos- 
jntal as soon as a diagnosis was 
made and trealmcnt was stalled 
immecIiateSy. To spite of a pretty 
severe aUack. Jane, with the cx- 
eellcnt treatment received ami the 
wise encouragement of her ]>arents. 
was able to go home in ai>out two 
months. She refainod a limp for 
a time but hei' mother, under jlie 
guidance of the trained physio- 
therapist. learned to massage and 
exercise the affected leg and today. 
18 months later, Jane is perfectly 
well and runs and plays with other 
ehiblren with absolutely no trace 
of the crippling limp. 

Help of Parents 
Anoiher friend of mine was not 
so fortunate, Thi.s girl is now 22 
and she has been a victim of polio 
since she was eight years old. 
Treatments have imtu'oved a great 
deal since that time and yierha ps 
if onr doctor.s liad known then 
what lliey do now. Betty won hi not 
be confined to her whceicliair. But 
this is the point we want to make 
aljoul Betty. Rhe had wdso parents 
too, who hclpcil her ami made hei‘ 
see that there is more to life than 
walking and dancing through it. 
Betty has a wonderful, sunny dis- 
position, 8lhe has a good .]ob in an 
office Avliere she meets tlie public 
every day. I8he docs competcnl 
wmi'k and her associates like and 
res])eet tier. She is a Nui'ses Aide 
in the hospital. ^Mlow,” you say, 
^'can she do this?'' Slu* works 
in the clindrcn's ward from her 
wheelchair, reading to them, amus- 


ing them, feeding the babies in 
their erihs. She lives a happy, nse- 
fnl life mid she is going to be mar- 
ried next month. She came out of 
ber battle with polio with a dam- 
aged body but witli an indomitable 
syurit and a winning personality. 

Wo make these points as ex- 
amples of what can be done if polio 
strikes. Tliere are two important 
(]UCstions wliiclt invariably crop up 
regarding those affected with polio. 
TVe nusw(*r tliem here also, 

n) Does polio harm the inind? 

The tmlio vims does not produce 
any mental retardation, exei^fd in 
llie f j'iremrJy rare cases wlieix^ the 
disea.se produces an inflammation 
of tlie brain known as severe i>olio- 
encfeplialitis, and ]>rohahly not even 
then. 

(2t Does polio prevent it.s vic- 
tims from marrying and having 
children? 

Xo, Many men and wamen who 
have Jiad polio are happily mar- 
ried. No indication has ever been 
found that polio is ever in fieri led. 
so they may and do have ehiblren. 

Ve hope this analysis lias been 
lielyiful to our renders and tliat it 
may serve to help allay some of the 
fears so natural to parents about 
infantile paralysis. We want to 
say too, that wonderful advances 
are being made in the field of polio 
Tosearch daily, and it is onl\‘ a 
matter of time (and publie opinion 
has it — a short time) before polio 
will he conquered. Fewei- and fewer 
victims every year die or become 
pernumeiiUy crippled because of 
the wonderful strides being made 
in nmrleni treatment, and perhaps 
today, tomorrow or the next day, 
a vaeciue or serum or drug will he 
discovered that will practically 
wipe out the disease. a.s Diphtlieria 
and Searlet Fever have Ijccu vir- 
lually ahtiterated,

The centigrade 
scale, with the fri’C/diig point zetxi 
and the Imiling point lOtl, was 
adopted from researches by An- 
dreas I VIsius. nilier tkeisuoinetric 
scales also were in nsi\ fine ob- 
server mentions tliat 13 were in 
use in 1T40. All hut three have 
I>iLssed from use. In England and 
America, use of the Fahrenheit 
scale predominates; in (lenmmy, 
the Reaumur system; in France, 
the Fdsius. The last has the 
widest acceptance among men of 
seicJice.

SyrnholtKing freedom a ad se- 
curity to pcfifiles all over the 
worlti is the Statue nf Liborly 
E nh gh tc iH a g the Wnrld, pop- 
ularly knowa as the »Statue of 
Liberty. 

Ristrig feet abiwe the 

water, this hgiue of a wommt 
holding aloft a torch is located 
cm Redloe Island in the ImriKir 
of Xew York. It Ik the first 
sight immigrants to tiyi **h<ous 
view and it tqumopriately bids 
welcome and t»mmises liberty 
and peace. 

The United States owes this 
great symbol of liberty to 
French friendship ami the per- 
sonal enthusiasm of an AlKatian 
sculptor, Frederick Auguste 
Bartholdi, who was bom April 
2, 18-J4 in Colmar, Alsace. 

Imring the Paris Commune 
that followed the defeat of 
France by l*russia in 1871, 
Bartholdi came to the United 
Htates, He was moved by the 
idea of (ilaclng a statue in the 
harbor and immfdiately liegan 
plans to bring it about* On 
Washington's birthday, Fehru- 
ary 22iid, 1877, President 
Hayes authorized the use of 
Bedloe*s Island for the statue. 

Bartholdi began his work in 
tSTI. His model for Liberty 
was his mother, Charlotte Reys- 
ser Bariholdi. He made a nine- 
foot cast in plaster and then en- 
larged it four times iQ n2 feet. 
On this basis he c«m|deted the 
statue in sections. Wrund pat- 
terns w'ero made and sheets of 
ccjjiper 8/82 of nn inch thick 
w'ere hammiMctl into shape on 
them by hand. A framew*ork 
of four huge steel sup(»orts was 
designed by (uistave EiiTeh 

The statue was fmihlwil in 
1888 and was fonnally pre- 
senN^ti to our American 
bassador in Palis, Levi W .Mor- 
ton, July the 4th, 1884, by 
Ferdinand de Les.seps, head of 
the Franco- American Union. 

On August 5, 1884, the 

-Amencans in turn laid the cor- 
nerstone on Bedloe’s Island. 
The g(t?at monument of l.ilwrty 
was completed on Ocotolfcr 28, 
188(1 when President Grover 
Cleveland ilcdicated the statue 
in the presence of the sculptor, 
Ba itholdi.

Last year 
the employers paid 2 pc*r ctmt into the 
vacation fund.

ciples for which our foi'elK-ars lived 
and died. How many of us re^alize 
that to have ,somethi!^g we must give 
something; if w*» want homtr and re- 
spect for nursi'lven we must honoi' and 
|■espect others; if we want our rights 
observed wi‘ must observe the nghts 
fd others. If w stand hy while our 
neighbors rights ai^ taken away fiTim 
him the time svlll surely come when 
ours will he taken from us. 

It has always been a precf-pt of our 
Nation that a man was innocent until 
proven guilty yet we have tht^ e.x- 
nmple of n niitioiial Senator making 
accusations against !mmerou*s indi- 
viduals, under his Congressional im- 
munity, and then practically demand- 
ing that they prove thenirndves guilty* 
To date he has not sustain*^d one of 
his charges. When he ia asked for 
proof of his accusJiUons hi* rt*plies by 
making more accusJitions. We wonder 
if thi,*? man ever hf'ard of tjod*s com- 
mundment ^‘Thuu shnlt not bear false

A four-horse teamster got five 
dollars more per month than the two- 
horseman and since the ^‘Auto Truck 
Driver” doubtless took his life in 
hand eveiy time he drove* WWP al- 
lowed him five dollai's above either of 
the others. There weie “Gang Fore- 
men” at five dollars pm- and then 
there were 'Hlead Gangmen” worth 
only $4,75> the difference depending 
upon the number of men, since less 
than five cost the foreman a quarter 
a day. The Ik ginning ground man got 
$2.50, the common garden variety 
$2.75, while the ‘hSpeciar' on-his-toes- 
give-hei -hell -grunt packed off the 
yu'Izc $8.00 per day. The city lineman 
ap pa 1 en 1 1 y was a %veak s i st e r w’ o rk t n g 
but eight hours n day, hut out where 
the pavement ended, the rugged boy.s 
made $5.0(1 for nine tliat is the super 
or Ist-class lineman. The 2nd-class 
nut-in-tlie wootls received $4.50 which 
seemed to require princiiially the 
ability to work 750 or less all by bis 
little self. A 8i'd class man on the 
other hand had to be able to do all 
kinds of line work except work on live 
wires.

up to rlule, St^ln^^er.s are impresserl 
by the comrenial aurrouraiin^rs in 
which to wait for niipointnienta and 
to contiuct liusineaa. The oihci‘s are 
easily accessible but still retain the 
necessary privacy when needexl. When 
business dt'aliiiM's with employers and 
others is necessary, the onion does 
not ha VI* to he ashamed of Invitintf 
anyone to Visit and do htisiiicss in 
these laMtefully furnished and clean 
offices. 

Local t^rdou No, 121 Is to lie con- 
jFratulated upon its forwartl looktnj^ 
prof^ram here in a onion heudr(Ufirt> 
era that would 1 it i- rally shock most of 
the public which ladleves iinlrm Imild- 
inffs are someihiriK hetweeii dives 
and illeiritimate dens.

Again congral illations ami vve hope 
all unions will follow this precedent 
of developing physical facilities which 
aid the union to hecome an even 
more i ntegml pa i t of community 
tievelopmcnt in the future.

Cites Four Fronts 
For Labor's Advance 

L. V. 205 , niC'I'linlT, MK'H. What 
do iai]roa(l electrical workers need 
and want now? That puestion, 
phrased a little dHTeJcntly, was dis- 
cussed at the? Iasi rail road district 
conference. The answers came quick- 
ly and continued to holil the center 
of attentioti right up to the time the 
conference adjourned* 

The writer was delegated to repre- 
sent this local. Though I could not 
attend the entire two-day meeting, I 
came away with the feeling that this 
was time well spent and the work 
of the conference was of real value 
to the membejs in the luihoad in- 
dustry. We should fio everything we 
can to continue to hold conferences 
as we do now for it gives every local 
union the chance to bring their prob- 
lems and ideas to the entire railroad 
district organisation for considera- 
tion. 

Because the liedsions which will 
shape our program for the future are 
yet to be made, 1 want to submit 
here some of my reactions and ideas 
developed largely from the confer- 
ence. 

We must at I va nee on many fronts* 
We can divide our efforts into four 


general parts: ECONOMIC, LECrLS- 
LATIVE, POLITICAL, and OU- 
G ANIMATION A L. 

On the ECONOMIC FRONT^ 

1, (kmianteed annual wage: This 
will make for individual securi- 
ty and job stability. 

2, r*ai{l holidays: Straight time f(M‘ 
the holiday and double time if 
you work will give us holidays 
we can enjoy* 

On the LEGISLATIVE FRONT- 

L Repeal the Taft -Hart ley Act: 
Laboj* nuiRt be free to progj’css 
for nniy then can America in'o* 
gross. 

2* Amend the Railway Labor Act: 
Rail load workers must have the 
opportunity to establish the 
union shop. 

3, Amend the Railroad Retirement 
Act; Railroad retirement bene- 
fits should be increased in |ii'o- 
jiortitin to the contribution and 
at least, adjustments should be 
made to the extent and limit of 
an aetimrity sound fund. 

On the PUlJTTCAL FRONT— 

1, Sujqwi't Labor's League for 
i\ditical Education: Ycuir $2.d0 
contribution is a gorni iinx^st- 
ment in the success of our legiB- 
lative jH'ogT'am,

(c) \\\' must step up our eiiu* 
cutionul w-ork» especially 
where it concerns the rights 
of the tnemhers with reganl 
to R a i 1 r o a d Retirement 
Benefits, Unemploymem 
Com pensation, el assification 
of elect Heal work, and rela- 
linns wdth other organiza- 
tions. 

We have thousands of young men 
who are new to the raihoa^l industry. 
I'ractically all have joined the or- 
ganization of their respr'^tive craft, 
hut very few have steppeil into |K>si- 
tions of rearwmftihility* A clearly out- 
lined program like the above, but 
not necessarily this particular pro- 
gram, can he the rallying spirit which 
wil! pmvide u common cause for all 
t»f our memlwi^s to become a united 
force ami, if that can la? done, we can 
succeed alt down the line.

B. C. Linemen Get $1.78, 
Said Tops in Canada

AHA* — Since our last report l.,ocu! 
213 has hung up a victory w’hiclj we 
fee! ^vill lie pretty haiirl to iH'atn We 
have ivon a wage rnci’ea.'W' foi- our 
contractors* linemen of 21 cents per 
hour, bringing their rate tip to $L78, 
tops in Canada. 

Xothing w*orthwhile comes easy and 
this was no exception* NegotinUons 
had gone on for months. The conimc- 
ton* bargained thrmjgh a lawyer in 
new departure) and stubbtunly re- 
fused to meet the rate calb*<l for iii 
our master contract. The union did 
everything within its piiwi^r to avoid 
strike action but was on the point it( 
calling the men out when the em- 
ployers cu%*ed in. 

\Ve fed there are thix^* main mi- 
sons for this success; 

L The 9;1 per cent strike vote of 
the 43ti men concerned which indicated 
their determination to win, 

2, Tlie special monthly strike 
o.ss4."H«iiienl voli'd uiiuniniously iiy the 
bx*al to continue as long as it >vas 
needed. 

3, The solid support of the whole 
lixul, electrical operaling, mnnufac- 
lurlng and line department hi^hiiid 
the contractors* men. 

These three factoi's d(’monstratt‘d 
the high tnomle of the local ami hack- 
ed up the militant bargaining poHcy 
of our Negotiating Ccnmnittei' ably 
led hy oiir hnsineas manager, fienrge 
Cec. We fed it is pruiif that wage 
increases can be won when hacked 
by HlO per cent union solidarity. 

A aecond auccese is the settlement 
of the Neon strike after nine wei^ks 
on the picket line. These lirnthers in 
the tdectrical fixtures fndd defeated a 
eoinpany attempt to cut wages 15 
cents per hour and won a wage boost 
of four and a half per cent. .About 
r>ll men were involved. 

A new agreenieni has been sigmnl 
for our Inside wiremen boosting wages 


to ^t.78 and setting u]j a wdfan? 
plan to which the emt>h»yf‘i' b* 
tribute two cents per hour jxr man. 

Finally a new agreement with the 
city of New Westminster gives the 
idoetrical main ten a act* cih‘W the same 
rates won hy thi- contractors* men 
plus a bettei’ d<-al mi paid vacations 
and other job concesHions, 

We ru'e natn rally glad to .see our 
members gtd a llllle heller standard 
of living through an increased wage 
rate. They need it up here as the cost 
of living, at n record high now, is 
still rising. Industry can well affoTxl 
tf» p^iy, us profits are also at a very 
high level. 

We feel that wage inci'eases give 
purchasing powei* to the people who 
need it most. JJiat incr«*ases the de- 
mand for goods and creates emplr)y- 
meat which is barlly Tieeded today. 
It seems to us that our economy would 
he in a much ht%althier rmulition if 
pmfita were ri'dueeil and wages su fi- 
st a n ti a 1 1 y i II c r* s i se4l.

Recounting the History 
Of Local Union No. 326 

L. U. 32(5, LAWKKNCE, MASS.— 
June 2, ID.50 is a "Reti Letter” day 

for Local 326. Just 17 years ago a 
gi'oup of linemen came down to Law- 
rence from Lowell with plans for 
organizing a focal union to combat 
the New England I’ower Company. 

With a rapidly dccrea.sirig wage 
scale, loss of every worth-while con- 
dition of employment, a refused to 
bargain with old Local 320 which for 
many yeai-s had a “closed shop agi*ee- 
menC* with the Lavvnmce Gas and 
Electric Company, the Lawi’cuce line- 
nnm welcomed their Lowell Brothers 
with open arms. 

A series of meetings was held, first 
one in Lowell, next one in Lawrence. 
Then an independent imi<m was fonn- 
ed and the old timers will remember 
the New England Utility Council r>f 
Utility Workers wiih John F, O'Neill 
for president, Jim Nelson of Malden, 
secretary, Chailes Erwin of Lowell, 
Mile.s O'Cnimor of Bo.^^totl, Mike Dniio- 
van of Lawrence, Boh Stiahan of 
Everett, the vice presidents. 

We will never Lnget the wild and 
exciting meetings of 193.3 held in 
Eagles Hall, Lawrence, Massuchus- 
etts. Finally under' the capable man- 
euvering of John F. O'Neill, Michael 
nf>nnv!.in and John ITavey, our late 
respected and belo%^ed Brother Inter- 
national Vice President Charles D. 
Keaveney assisted by our esteemed 
and admired Intoinatioiral Represen- 
tative Walter Kenefurk, Local 326 was 
organized and given a charter to be 
known as the Mei'rimack Valiev Local 
326 . 

Our Gas and Office Workers ac- 
cepted a charter fivim the .American 
Federation of Labor, Local 19139 and 
in a very shoit time were accepted 
into the Brotherhood and given a 
char ter, Local 1096. 

Our Lowell Office Worker.^ were 
organized into Local 1015, Haverhill 
Office Workers into Local 989 which 
later t<wk over the Amesbury Office 
Worker s. 

Shortly after the new officer’s wei’e 
installed, John F. O'Neiil, president 
and business manager assisted by 
our International Vice President 
ChaiJes IL Keav’eney organized the 
electrical worker’s of Haverhill, New- 
bur'ypoi’t, Amesbury and Tewksbury, 
The organizing of the New Englami 
Povver Sei’vice Company followed by 
Locals 326 and 194, by Business Man- 
ager John F. O'Neill of liocal 326 and 
Business Manager Fr'ank Smith of 
Local 194. 

Business Manager <if Local 326 or- 
ganized the Electrical Workers of 
Gardner Electric Light Company, 
Athol Gas and Electric Company, 
Wachusetts Electric Light Company, 
Midcllesex County Electric Light Com- 


pany, Hudson Municipal Electric 
Light Company. 

Finally Local 326 went into the 
contract held and after some mis- 
understanding and through the co- 
operation of our good friend, our 
present International Vice-Pi'csident, 
John Began, we were awai’dod the 
jurisdiction of Camp Devens and 
Camp Bedford. 

Some of these Companies, through 
amalgamation of companies and with 
the cooperation of Labor's Enemy 
No. 1 — The Taft- Hartley Law, fell 
by the wayside. 

But the Merrimack Valley mnained 
intact— stronger than ever — until to- 
day we are r^cognizetl with due re- 
spect to Local 104 as the Linemen's 
Local of New England championing 
the cause of utility workers; meter 
men, power house men, employes of 
the steam plants, etc. — the stand Kvut 
utility union of power and light em- 
ployes of New England — ready and 
willing to cooperate with any union— 
any time — any where. 

Local 32(1, A and B.\ members have 
enjoyed working with Bai't Saundei's, 
business manager of Local Union 104; 
Sam Donnelly, business manager of 
Local 9(>: Tom Kearney, hu.^^ijiess man- 
ager of Local 99; Larry McTjOughlin, 
business manager of Local 58B and 
our aristocratic Brothers — The Cable 
Splicers Local 396 and Ihtnr business 
manager, Sir Maurice J. Power.s and 
hi.s predecessui' as business manager. 

Locals 326, 104, 96, 99, 588 and 
396 i-epreseiit the emphiyes of the 
New England IVjwer Company. 

Wc have also h;id over the years 
the nn^st pleasant relationship among 
our co-wmkm's who arc I'epre.sented 
by John (Mike) Havey, business man- 
ager of Local 1 906; Charles Envin, 
bu.siness manager of Local 11*15 and 
John L. Calhaiie, business manager 
of Local 989 who recently passed 
away. 

Local h 326, A and BA members has 
signed an agreement called a union 
shop agi’eement as of February 24, 
1950 for a period of two years. This 
agreement shows the prfjgress of 
Local 326, over a space of 17 years. 
This is our 16th contract with com- 
panies affiliated with the New Eng- 
land r^iwer Company. 

Wc express our sincere apprecia- 
tion to our Intemational Officers 
whose support was unstinted over the 
years, step by step, ever piogressing, 
until today we enjoy working con- 
ditions comparable as a whole with 
conditions of employment enjoyed by 
any local union in the Brotherhood, 

It has been a long and sometimes 
hitler struggle to get where we are 
today and as long as we stick to- 
gether, bound to each other by our 
membership in the Tntematioiial 
Brothcrhoixl of Electrical Workers, 
we will continue to go along the 
happy road to prosperity and success.

Criminal Negligence 
Found in Some Jobs 

L. V. 683. C(H,l'MHr.S. OMK) - 

Greeting.^ to all locals* Fn fortunately, 
inoi’e and more unafilHated men .scorn 
to be gaining experience at the ex- 
pense of the consumer. To say that a 
doctor “practices’* medicine Is not to 
say that he learns how to extract art 
appendix by spoiling two or three per- 
fectly gooti patient*s* In the *same way, 
an electrician who practices fm pro- 
fession shouldn’t loam by fouling up 
someone else’s material. And, quite 
seriously, a bungling, badly- trained 
electrician can kill just as many peo- 
ple as a quack d<ictor* This whole 
problem in the elect lical industry has 
assumed alarming proportions. It is 
the result of stupidity on the part of 
the workman who rcfusi^s the hcmifits 
and the moderating influences of fir- 
gani nation and the criminal negligence 
on the part of contractors who hire 
Incompetent men to do a job which 
requirc*s great skill .and knowledge. 

Too often, ^ve of the trade tmlmi 
movement hear: “1 don’t want to 
join a union and have some guy tell 
me when and where 1 catr wmk-** 
It is true, of course, that a union 
member sacrifices some of his in- 
dependence* His case is like that of 
a di.splaced person %vho emigrates to 
the United jStates* Before he comes, 
the D. l\ owes no allegiance to any- 
one except the man with the gun 
who herds him around* When he 
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corm*s to this muritry he must obey 
eefUiin niles aiid he owes a debt of 
alleg'ianee to the nation. Hut, just 
HB. the union man, our imaginary 
n. I*, has the ability, at any time, to 
ccmtrol his own destiny with his 
voii}. The dic-liaitl who so strenu- 
ously resists organisation should look 
at the situation this way: as an un- 
organized man, he has im control 
whatsoe%^er over his oronomic condi- 
tiivii — he must depend upon the^whim 
of his employer. As a niember of a 
strong local union be must still follow 
miles, but, unlike the case in his 
dealings with his employer, he elects 
the man w-ho makes the rules and 
he cun remove that man from office. 
It’s hard to imagine the men of 
United States Steel getting together 
and voting to fire Benjamin Fairless, 

On the other side of the worker- 
manager team, let's look at the em- 
ployer of non-union labor. What 
kind of screwy bookkeeping w'ould 
ever convince such a man that be is 
making money by paying imdtir-sculo 
wages for inferior, poorly-trained 
men? Union shops have, in spite of 
the TJl, law, competed successfully 
with **rat” outfits. Why? Been urns 
for all that an unfair contractor may 
pay only a third as much money to 
his men per day, he has to keep them 
on the job three times as long to 
rectify the mistakes they have made. 
Where be loses is cm hiB overhead 
which is the same for both union and 
non-union shops. P* T, Ha mum said 
"There’s a sucker born every minute’’ 
— [ fear a good many of them became 
contractors.

Eiiitoh: In the April issue Brother 
Uourfie in answering Brother Sakase- 
gawa relative to generator powder fac- 
tor is absolutely correct in stating that 
an under excited generator field will 
produce a leading power factor and 
vice versa. 

Two E.MF's arc induced in the arm- 
ature winding; the first being due to 
volation and the second to the varia- 
tion in current value in the winding. 
This later EMF is displaced 90 elec- 
trical degi-ees l>ehind the current 
which produces it and is somewhat 
ojjposed to that produc<'d by rotation. 
The result being that the total output 
voltage is decreased. It is further re- 
duced by arnmture reaction upon the 
field fiitx. When the annatiire current 
and voltage are in phase the power 
factor is 1007(7. The fiux prmiuced by 
the armature current will at first op- 
pose the field flux. 

The elTect is absolutely different 
under conditions of leading or lagging 
power factor. Though the armature 
cuiTcnt changes polarity* the lagging 
armature current will not change at 
the same time since delaying the 
change In polarity in the amtatui*e 
coils so that there will l»e less build 
up of field flux and the output voltage 
will be reduced. 

With a leading F.F. the earlier re- 
versal of polarity in the ai~mature 
coil decreases the time during which 
armature reaction weakens the field 
resulting in a decreased output 
voltage. 

A leading generator power factor 
is seldom found in practice on account 
of the usual connected inductive toad. 
.A lagging P.F. close to lOO^I? is very 
desirable. As an example a system 
feeding a load at 100*^7 P.F. draws 
200 amps from the generating plant 
and if the P.F, is then reduced to GaTc 
by an increase of inductive load (in- 
ductive motors) the current demand 
will lie increascil to 308 amxieres. .An 
increase of resulting in a powder 
factor decrease of 

A condition of this kind unless cor- 
rected would necessitate an increase 
of line conductor capacity of 5-Ur 
with a corresponding investment hav- 
ing no earning capacity and for this 
reason all power companies today 
make use of special cxiuipment to 
bring about this correction. 

The power in A,C. motors varies as 
the square of the voltage m that a 
large line drop cannot lie tolerated. 
The amount of current re^iuired to 
supply a given amount of power is in 
inverse proportion to the pow'cr factor. 
So that a low system power factor 
requires more current (watts) must 
lie supplied by the generator,

Eoitor: On the matter of synchro- 
nous motors* condensers and AC gen- 
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eratore jirmlucinff Uiading or iaggring 
currents with under-excited fields 
there is no fundamental difference be- 
tween them* 

They all produce fagging currents 
with under-excited fields. The differ- 
ence is how the PP or KV'AE meters 
are connected. Generator PF meters 
are usually connected to read the re- 
verse of cimilenserR. We have gen- 
erators connected both ways^ one 
reads leatl anti the other reads lag 
with under excited field* Why they do 
that I don't know, It*s rather confus- 
ing unless you understand your fun- 
damentaks of AC currents. The books 
I have read do not mention the fact 
that in timeUce they are soiuetimes 
connected to read the reverse of what 
is true. The character of synchronous 
machines is such that they can be 
made to protkice either leading or lag- 
ging currents, hence are valuable for 
PF correction. An inductive load pro- 
duces lagging inductive reactance in 
the circuit hence lugging currents* A 
generator or coiidenser is made to 
produce leading condensive react- 
ance hence lemling currents, to oJTsel 
the Jugging currents in the circuit. 
An under-excited machine would pro- 
duce lagging currents thereby making 
the circuit lag still further. 


1 don't doubt you could not ft ml any- 
thing to substantiate the idea that 
unfler-cxcited machines produce b-ad- 
ing currents* The fact that genera- 
tors are not mentioned is that you 
should know that all synchronous ma- 
chines are fundamentally the same. 
This lead and lag business b all too 
confusing with very poor l)Ooks to ex- 
plain it clearly to the novice* I notice 
they are talking of marking meters 
In and Out instead of lead and lag 
in the future* The machine either 
furnishes KVARS to the system, 
draws KV^AKS from the system or 
runs at unity PF, Plence KVARS are 
either In or Out or 0, 

This fjuestion will probably cause 
some good arguments because to*i few 
really understand the subject,
